Applicants also wish to make the Examiner aware of the following informa^f on. ' Off-line 
tests for checking laminates for pinholes include (a) applying a liquid to a laminate and pressing 
it into the laminate with a squeegee, and (b) applying a liquid to the laminate when the laminate 
is on a stationary vacuum table. 

There are also online tests to determine the integrity of laminates that include a 
continuous layer of plastic by passing the laminate through a high voltage field and observing . 
whether an electric discharge occurs to a ground plate or roll when the resistance of the laminate 
drops. 

In another online test, liquid is applied to a surface of a laminate and the opposite surface 
is observed to see whether the liquid passes through, staining the laminate.
